Four hundred patients at the city hos- 

pital suffere. grent discomfort from the 
cold Thursday night and Friday because 
the new heating apparatus, the first ap- 
propriation for which was made by the 
Municinal Assembly last March, is not 
vet reaily for service. 

Only two boilers, with a total capacity 
of 10 horsepower, “are supplying steam 
‘te both the old building and the new 
building, which is .a tenth of a mile in 
length, There are two of the three 
boilers originally installed for supply- 
ing heat and power to the old building 
The third is being connected in a bat- 
tery with ‘a new boiler of ovo horse- 
power. This battery cannot be fired for 
several Gays. : 
Both structures meantime, will have 
only the 500 BKorse power, whereas the 
required capacity, for both is more tha 
1100 horse power. 

Attendants Put On Extra Coats, 
Thursday night was one of misery in 

the hospital, and, with a temperature 
of 2 degrees above zero predicted for 

Friday night, the nurses and physicians 
at the institutions are confronted by a 
serious problem. The only solution: Kri- 
day was to put the patients to bed ani 
cover them with extra blankets, white 
the attendants put on extra = Clothing 
and walked through the halls to keep 
warm. Many of the nurses wore sweat- 
er-toats and the entire office force was 
muffied in heavy coats as if for tne 
street. 

Nowhere in either building was the 
temperature above 60 degrees Tl riday 
morning, while, according to Supt. 
Smith, it should- have been from 70 to 
8%. In some parts of the new building 
and in the upper floors of the old, far 
removed from the boilers, the tempera- 
ture fell to 

Patients in the observation ward on 
the fifth floor had to be put to bed, and 
piled with blankets) to keep warm, al- 
though the majority of them were eager 
to be up and exercising. 

Vigilant Protection Required. 

Although Dr. Wayne Smitn, superin- 
fenuent, Was hopeful the paticnts would 
not be harmed much by the cold, a spe- 
Gal Watch was kept on those suffering 
from gunghot wounds, stab wounds and 
similar injuries from which pneumonia 
might develop. Sucii cases require vizgi- 
lant protection from cold. 

Dr. Smith was reluctant to discuss the 
Siluation. “Il believe we shall be able to 
pull the patients througn,”’ he said, 
“but we really should have better heat. 
The two boilers arc not Riving us nearly 
a much as is necessary.” 

Dr. Smith said he understood the 
shortage of steam was due to delay in

He will ask, 
through his petition, that an assignee 
in hankruptey be appointed and that the 
essets of the garden be disposed of so 
ibat all creditors may share equally. 

“The proceedings, filed two days 
later, were celebrated in advance at 
wv party in the Oppenheimers’ apart- 
ments New Year's eve,” said Shaffer. 
“Thev had 24 pints of champagne 
from the Suburban Garden stock. The 
driver who delivered the wine told me 
he got it from the cellar at the gar- 
den and took it. to the apartments. 

“The bars and cafe, especially the 
bars, I intend to set forth, show the 
only profit since the garden has been in 
the hands of the Oppenheimers, and this 
profit was made largely by the sale of 


‘liquor on Sundays. This can be proved 


by the cash hook of the corporation 
where all these Sunday receipts were 


rontered.

NANKING, China, Jan. 2.—The Re- 
publican troops began at noon today 
ferrying a large quantity of railway 
rolling stock across the river to Pu- 
kow, where it is expected the advance 
will begin tomorrow, 
when the armistice terminates. 

‘Winter clothing for the Republican 
army is arriving here today in car- 
loads and soldiers are being rapidly 
equiped in preparation for. their 
march on Pekin. 

The revolutionary commander today 
received a reinforcement of 4000 men 
from Canton, who brought with them 
30,000 new*magaizne rifles. It is ex- 
pected that the Republican forces 
now .amount to considerably more 
than: 30,000 men, with many batteries 
‘of modern field guns and plenty of 
ammunition. 

The imperialist troops in the neigh- 
borhood under the command of Gen. 
Chang are not, it is believed, nearly 


‘so strong numerically as the Repub- 
‘licans and, although’ many of them 


‘Are soldiers trained on the European 
system, there are a large number of 
untrained and undisciplined -troops in 
their ranks. 

Gen, Chang, it is said, commands 
the entire northern section of the 
Tien-Tsin Pekin Railway and occu- 
pies several towns on each side. The 
revolutionaries, on the other hand, 
hold the southern section of the rail- 
‘Way and have the advantage of pos- 
sessing the sympathy of the popula- 
tion in the Yang-Tse Valley.

5.—According to an 


Exchange company’s telegram, British 
and German troops have. been dis- 
patched from Tien Tsin to Lanchow, 
the strategical point of the _ railroad 


from Pekin to Mukden, where the im- 
Perial Aroops a few days ago declared 
in favor of a republic, elected Wang 
Wie Tze their leader and announced 
that, they were about to march on Pe- 
kin.| It was reported yesterday that the 
same troops had looted and burned the 
tesidences of the wealthy citizens of 
Lanchow and seized the railway at Shan 
Hai Kwan, where they were holding up 
the traffic. 

The British troops will occupy and 
patrol the American section of the rail- 
Way between Tang Shan and Lanchow, 
where the trains have been completely 
blocked. 

Fighting of the most severe descrip- 
tion is proceeding in the vicinity of Lan- 
chow -between Chinesé and Marithu 
troops, and the telegraph lines, includ- 
ing the private systems belonging to 
the Chinese Engineering and Mining 
Co., have been cut. 

The foreigners engaged in the coal 
in the neighborhood of 
Kaiping, came into Tien Tsin yesterday 
on a coal train, at which the revolu- 
tionaries fired several volleys.

Desk Sergeant and Lieutenant 
Deny They Refused to Send 


for Mason’s Friends. 


Vernon L. Mason’s complaint that he 
Was not permitted, while held at the 
Central District Police Station On a 
misdemeanor charge, to send a message 
tc his friends, has called attention to 
the difficulty which is frequently ex- 
perienced by prisoners in getting a 
message to anyone but a professional 
bondsman. 

There have been previous complaints 
that responsible citizens, arrested on 
some minor charge, have been unable 
to send word of their arrest to their 





friends and business associates, and 
have thus been virtually forced to call in 


release, 
Make Written Reports. 

Desk Sergeant M. R. Fay, on duty at 
the Central police station, and Lieut. 
Singleton, on duty there at night, have 
made written reports to Capt. Schwartz 
denying that they had refused to tele- 
phone friends of Mason, telling them of 
his arrest and asking them to sign his 
bond. The reports were forwarded to 
Chief Young Friday. 

The complaint was made to Capt. 
Schwartz Thursday by City Attorney 
Garesche. Mason had complained of his 
treatment during the 10 hours he was in 
jail after being arrested Wednesday 
night during a fire at Sixth and St. 
Charles streets. When he refused to 
Keep Outside the police lines he was ar- 
rested. 

Fay and Singleton state in their re- 
ports that when Mason was brought to 
the police station, he was accompanied 
by a man who said he was Mason’s 
business partner. This man, according 
to the reports, asked permission to use 
a telephone, saying he wanted to get 
a bondsman for Mason. The man was 
told where he could find a telephone, 
according to the reports. 


that no further request that telephone 
messages be’ sent to anyone was made 
either by Mason or the man who said he 
was his partner. 

Was Fined 85. 

Mason was fined $5 and costs in Po- 
lice Court on a charge of disturbing the 
peace, and then complainedto Garesche 
of his treatment in jail. Mason lives at 
5012 Kensington avenue. 

Capt. Schwartz said Friday that it is 
a rule of the Police Department in all 
Gistricts that when anv man is locked 
up and asks that telephone messages be 
sent to friends it is the duty of the of- 
ficers in charge of the station to do 
so. 

There are four professional bondsmen 
in Central Police District. They are 
“Dick” Kent, whose saloon at Twenty- 
second and Market streets has frequent- 
iy been referred to as the substation of 
the Central District because of the 
amount of police busines he transacts; 
Sam Andrews, negro politician and pro- 
prietor of an all-night ‘restaurant at 
Thirteenth and Chestnut streets; Arthur 
Lancaster, manager of the Woodlawn 
Club, said to be a lid organization, and 
Joe Schuler, Republican politician and 
saloon keeper. 

Had Mason been willing to pay from 
$3 to $5 for the services of a professional 
bondsman, word would have been sent 
to any of them. 

Like Other Cases, 

Mason's predicament was the same as 
that of any other man who might land 
in a police station cell for an infraction 
of the municipal code. The charge he 
makes has frequently been true in other 
cases. 

A man arrested for a misdemeanor is 
taken before the desk sergeant. If he 
recognizes the prisoner as a reputable 
business man, he may let him sign his 
own bond to appear in police court the 
next morning. If he does not Know the 
man, he asks if he has a friend who is 
qualified to go on his bond. One ignor- 
ant of police matters may reply that ne 
has property of his own. The sérgeant 
will inform such a one that he cannot 











giualify as a bondsman without going 
before a notary public and swearing as 
to his real estate. 


Can Recommend No One, 
The services of a professional bonds- 


man can be obtained, the prisoner Is 
told, but the sergeant will not recom- 
mend any particular one who is quai- 
ified, because that would be a violation 
of the police manual. The police are 
forbidden to recommend bondsmen or

Civic League Report Shows Or- 
dinary Mendicant Can Take 
in $2 a Day.

Of These Only 90 Are Disabled

A man with no special talent or nat- 
ural aptitude for the calling can make 
$2 a day begging on the streets of St. 
Louis, and experts can take in from $25 
to $100 a week, according to a report 
made by Miss Caroline Bates and now 


made public by the Civic League.

Miss Bates found that in St. Louis 


heggars are divided into many classes. 
Some beg only at night, some only in 
Some stand at factory doors 
and others beg from door 
residence district. Two 
hundred persons follow begging as a 
profession in St. Louis. Of these only 
% are disabled, and the other 110 could 
earn a living by working if they did not 
find begging easier and more lucrative. 
Only Six Were Negroes.

child. Only six were negroes. 

In her report Miss Bates says: 

“The physical handicap to self-support 
are as follows: 

Rlind, 22: lame, 24: otherwise 
3; sickness, acute, 10; sickness, chronic, 
3; paralyzed, 6; incapacitated by old 
age, 9; deaf, 1: feeble-minded, 1. 

“This table indicates only the chief 
handicap of each mendicant. Seventeen 
have two handicaps each, old and sick, 
blind and paralyzed, ete. Two have 
more than two handicaps each. A num- 
ber known to have occasional illness in 
addition to permanent defects are 
counted as having but one handicap. 

“A more thorough acquaintance with 
the mendicants might change our un- 
derstanding of the causes of their han- 
dicaps. As nearly as they are known, 
they are as follows: 

Congenital defect, 8; accidents, indus- 
trial, 9; accidents, character unknown, 
v; sickness and diseases of the eye, 17; 
paralysis, 5; old age, 9; cruel treatment, 
l; unknown, 64. 

Nine Accidents on Railroads. 

“Of the 322 accidents, «9 occurred .on 
railroads (4 to trespassers, 3° to work- 
men and 2 unknown). 

“One man lost both legs in a cattle 
stampede. A brickmason was _ injured 
by the fall of a wall; a carpenter's as- 
sistant, by falling scantling. 

“Doubtless some of the accidents were 
Probably some were caus- 


mained, 


preventabie. 
ed by intoxication. 

“Definite information concerning in- 
eome has been obtained from only 18 
mrendicants. It is, however, clear that 
the income of these people yaries 
widely as their other characteristics. 
Shoe string venders, with paralyzed 
feet, showing nothing to appeal to the 
casual passer-by, get very  little—40 
cents or so a day. 

“A certain blind man who has lived 
many years by begging says he receives 
from 35 to 50 cents on a bad day, and 
from $2 to $2.50, and even more, on a 
good day. A young man who has lost 
his right arm reports receipts of about 
S cents a day. He he ‘tries to 
riake it last two days,’ 
alternate days. 

“A trustworthy memorandum of the 
receipts of one man, a feeble-minded old 
for seven months shows an 
month. The amounts 
received vary from $13.55 in September 
to $21.20 in: December. The man is un- 
derstood to live on less than his in- 
come (of about @ cents a day) and to 
have savings. 

Sum World Allow Oreanized- Aid. 

“Apparently most of .the mendicants 
live from hand to mouth, and. as one of 
them expressed it, ‘wake up poor every 
morning.’ It.is believed that more than 
half receive only enough to live on, A 
few who receive a good deal, waste it 
in extravagant and often vicious living. 

“The study indicates that the money 
annually given to ‘mendicants would 
fully cover the cost of constructive work

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NOT A POLICE FUNCTION. 

“Unless a man is known to be a crook there is 
no reason why he should not be permitted to send 
messages to his friends,” said Capt. Schwartz of 
the Central Police District in reply to a complaint 
of a citizen under arrest. 

“It is the custom to send out messages for all 
prisoners who are known to be reputable citi- 
zens,” said Chief Young, referring to the com- 
plaint. 

_ Why are messages sent only for men known to 
the police as reputable citizens? Is the law offi- 
cer a respecter of persons? A man under arrest, 
whether he has been a “‘crook” in the past or 
not, is only charged with an offense. He is ar- 
rested by the- police and detained at the station 
for arraignment and trial. Under the law he-is 
presumed to be innocent, r dless of his stand- 
ing or character, until prdaven guilty in court, 
and is entitled, without respect of person, to the 
benefits the law allows all accused men. It is 
not the function of the police to punish alleged 
offenders whom they arrest; the courts alone can 
punish after conviction by process of law.

I am prepared to submit evidence which will 
absolutely prove that this man Bailey has suf- 
fered sufficiently for whatever offense he may 
have committed against the laws of the State of 
Missouri.

Bailey was charged with murder in the first 
degree alleged to be committed during the cab- 
drivers’ strike in Kansas City in 1904. The Citi- 
zens’ Alliance was particularly active in his pros- 
ecution; the press of Kansas City was most bitter 
in its attack upon Bailey personally, and what 
he was supposed to represent. The labor or- 
ganizations of the State were paralyzed and he 
went to trial without counsel. The Court ap- 
pointed attorneys to defend him, and evidence 
since the trial conclusively shows that these at- 
torneys failed to take advantage of evidence then 
ibtainable to present to thé jury. Through the 
excitement caused by this tumult, Bailey was con- 
victed of murder in the first degree and sen- 
tenced to be hanged. That sentence was after- 
ward commuted to imprisonment for life. The 
present Governor of the State made the report 
that induced the Governor to commute the sen- 
tence:and jointed out that the counsel for the 
defense had failed tc bring out all the evidence 
at hand in favor of Bailey before the jury. 

Since that time the investigation has been fur- 
ther gone into, and it has been established be- 
yond the peradventure of a doubt that before 
Bailey fired the fatal shot Ferguson, the man 
who lost his life, had fired twice at Bailey. The 
second shot pierced Bailey’s coat and trousers, 
and the attorneys for the defense failed to sub- 
mit this evidence to the jury. This fact has been 
£0 apparent that Mr. Troll, president of the Kan- 
sas City Citizens’ Alliance of that day, is one of 
the petitioners in favor of Bailey. 

I do not make any effort to condone whatever 
crime Bailey may have committed. There is no 
doubt that on the night of the homicide Bailey 
did go out with the intention of doing up who- 
ever he could representing the other side. Bailey 
was the owner of two hacks, and had for several 
days before this affair occurred been called all 
cver the territory of Kansas City and vicinity on 
fake calls sent by the employers, and he started 
eut that night undoubtedly to. retaliate, but 
never dreamed of committing murder.
